foundation. 

2. Exemption from Customs duties—All the plant, machinery 
and materials of all kinds (including building materials) needed 
for the foundation of manufactories are to be admitted free of 
Customs duties for ten years. In addition, new industries are 
authorised to purchase salt free from the monopoly of the Govern- 
ment, that is to say, at cost price. 

3. Commissions of Work from the Government.—The Government 
reserves for ten years the construction at Naples of not less than 
one-eighth of the rolling stock required for the Italian railways. 

4. Concession of Cheap Motive Power.—The hydraulic force of the 
Falls at Cape Volturno (about 16,000 horse-power) is to be trans~ 
formed into electric power, and brought into Naples for the benefit 
of its industries.

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NEW COMMERCIAL TREATIES BETWEEN GERMANY 
AND OTHER POWERS. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, 
of a copy of the official German text of the new commercial treaties 
recently concluded between Germany and other Powers, viz., 
Russia, Austria-Hungary, Italy, Belgium, Switzerland, Roumania, 
and Servia, containing the lists of tariff concessions agreed upon 
as a result of the conclusion of those treaties. It is to be under- 
stood that the concessions in question affect the new “ general” 
tariffs of Germany, Russia, Austria-Hungary, Roumania, Switzer- 
land, and Servia, which are not yet in force, and not the tariff 
rates which are actually being levied. 

Copy of the treaties referred to may be consulted by persons 
interested at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C. It may be of interest to 
state here that, according to an official memorandum prefixed to

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JANUARY, 1905. 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for January, 1905, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1904, show an increase in the 
value of the Imports into the United Kingdom, of the Exports of 
British produce, and also of the Exports of foreign and Colonial 
merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in January, 1905, was 47,766,4601., 
an increase of 1,633,940/., or 3°5 per cent., as compared with 
January, 1904, whilst the total Exports amounted to 31,103,6641., 
or an increase of 1,308,2997. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of 906,412/., or 3°8 per cent., as compared with 
January, 1904, whilst there is an increase of 401,887/., or 7:0 per 
cent., in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 


II.—IMPORTS.* 


The following table shows the value of the Imports for January, 
1905, as compared with the corresponding month of 1904 and 
1903, according to the different categories of merchandise :—

ITALY. 


The following statement shows the principal alterations in the

The Tariff schedule of the new treaty specifying the duties to 
be leviable in Italy on various articles of Swiss production or 
manufacture is accompanied by a large number of explanatory 
notes, relating to the classification and tariff treatment of different 
descriptions of goods. In many cases these notes merely continue 
the existing conventional treatment, or guarantee the continuance 
of the existing practice of the Italian Customs, with little or no 
alteration. Such notes are not in all cases quoted in the 
following statement; but the complete text of the Treaty, with 
its tariff Annexes, may be seen at the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade. 

‘It is to be understood that the rates of duty shown in the 
following statement as coming into force from the Ist July next 
will be extended to imports into Italy from the United Kingdom, 
as well as to imports from Switzerland, in virtue of the existing 
Anglo-Italian commercial treaty. It is possible, however, that 
these rates may still be subject to further modification as the 
result of Italian commercial negotiations with Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, or other countries.

Handkerchiefs and other articles with open-worked hems of all kinds made 
by the Gegauf or other sewing machines are not considered as embroidered.

The sale of patent or secret medicines which are not authorised 
by the Medical Council, even though approved by foreign faculties, : 
is now prohibited in Venezuela. The Decree accordingly pro-: 
vides for the establishment of a Commission to undertake the 
examination and classification of such medicines. Manufacturers 
of foreign patent medicines must submit the products they wish 
to import into Venezuela to this Commission within four months 
from the date of publication of the Decree. The application, 
which may be presented personally or by attorney, must be in the 
customary legal form, and must state the name of the article, the 
principal ingredient, and the dose to be taken; and should be 
accompanied by two samples of the article with the same infor- 
mation on the label. Each application—one for each product 
submitted—will be subject to a fee of 20 bolivars, and the power 
of attorney must bear a 5-bolivar stamp. 

Four months from the date of publication of this Decree un-- 
authorised patent medicines will be classified by the Customs in 
the oth class of the Tariff for a period of two months, during 
which time they may still be submitted to the Commission; this 
term expired, they will be included in the list. of articles pro- 
hibited to be imported. Secret or patent medicines subsequently 
compounded, however, will be examined and classified by the 
Commission in accordance with the regulations.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


According to the “ Railroad Gazette,” official returns from the 
majority of the railway companies in the 

Mow Raiways ~ Tnited States, supplemented by figures 
in 1904. furnished by the State Railroad Commissions, 
show that approximately 3,832 miles of new main railway track 
were built in the United States during the calendar year 
1904. These figures do not include second track, sidings, or 
electric lines. The falling off from 1903 amounts to about 33 per 


cent. 


Returns received by the “Gazette” from practically every car 
building plant in the country show that 
Gatges “et preen approximately 62,950 cars were built in 1904, 
ant Lovemotives including cars for use on elevated railw rays, 
=m 2508. but exclusive of street and other electric cars. 
These figures do not include cars built by the railway companies 
at their own shops. Of the above total, approximately 60,806 
were goods waggons and 2,144 passenger cars; 60,955 were for 
domestic use and.1,995 for export.

During the year 1904 the “Gazette” says that 3,441 locomo- 
tives were built at the various locomotive plants in the country, 
against 5,152 in 1903. The number given includes 95 electric 
locomotives. The figures do not include locomotives built by the 
rathvay companies at their own shops. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—VENEZUELA. 


The New York “ Journal of Commerce” of 16th January states 
that the Hamburg-American Line (Atlas line 
New S.S. Line. service) intend to establish a direct service from 
New York to Venezuelan ports commencing in 
February. The ports of call will be Curacao, La Guayra and 
Puerto Cabello, and the service is to be monthly both ways. The 
sailings will be arranged to connect with a coastwise service 
recently established, taking in the ports of Maracaibo, La Guayra, 
Puerto Cabello, Guanta, Cumana and Carupano. It is thought 
that the coastwise line will be extended up the Orinoco to Ciudad 
Bolivar, which is the entrepot of trade for the Orinoco valley. 
The Hamburg-American Line at present run .a monthly service 
from Hamburg to Porto Rican and Venezuelan ports, and it is 
likely that the new line from New York will prove to be simply 
an extension of that service, the steamers continuing the voyage 
to New York from Venezuela instead of returning to Hamburg. 
Steamers from New York to Venezuelan ports will probably 
proceed to Hamburg from there. By the new line through bills 
of lading may be had to every important port in Venezuela. 





COSTA RICA. 


With reference to the announcement in the “ Board of Trade 
Desens to Casts Journal” of 5th January last, p. 31, reporting 
Rica Railway damage to the Costa Rica Railway by floods 
‘and landslides, H.M. Consul at San José (Mr. 
F. Nutter Cox), in a despatch to the Foreign Office, confirms his 
telegraphic report and states that it is officially reported to the 
Government by the railway management that under favourable 
conditions, through traffic between Limon and San José may not 
be resumed for two months, although passengers will be able to 
get through earlier by transfer over the gaps. 

The best division, serving the banana districts, will be open for 
traffic sooner. The mails, meanwhile, are sent vid Punta Arenas 
and Panama, and a considerable proportion of the coffee crop will 
go the same way.

NATAL. 

With reference to the notice on p. 100 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 20th October respecting a reward 
offered by the Natal Government for the manu- 
facture of slate and millboard in that Colony 
from Natal asbestos, a despatch has been received at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade from their 
Correspondent at Durban (Mr. A. D. C. Agnew) forwarding 
samples of asbestos found in Natal. It is stated that the lode 
from which these samples were taken can be traced for a distance 
of four miles, its width varying from 6 in. to 3 ft. 6 in. 

Mr. Agnew adds that coal is found in the neighbourhood of the 
lode; an ample water supply is available, and native labour is 
plentiful. The nearest railway line is distant about 35 miles.

ment of that province on the experimental 


plantations of cotton made this past season, containing the follow- 
ing information :— 

The province of Tucuman, by its geographical situation, is 
eminently suited for the cultivation of cotton. Three varieties 
were planted, Sea Island, Russel and Peterkin. The regions 
most favourable for the growth of cotton are said to be those in 


which the spring time is warm, with no fear of late frosts, the — 


summer hot, in autumn a regular temperature not subject: to heavy 
or prolonged rains. Probably no other district of Argentina so 
well fulfils all these requirements as the province of Tucuman. 
The temperatures of the various months are worked out to prove 
the exactness of this assertion, as also the rainfall. As regards the 
properties of the soil, an extensive analysis goes to show an ideal 
conformity with that of South Carolina and Georgia. The experi- 
mental plantings were made in October, 1903, on a system which 
necessitated some 6 to 7 kilos. of seed per hectare. On the 15th 
May, 1904, the cotton picking commenced, and, owing to the 
scarcity of pickers, it was not concluded till 27th July. The yield 
of the different varieties per hectare was :—Peterkin, 456 kilos. 
(182 kilos. fibre and 274 kilos. seed); Russel, 1,128 kilos. (451 
kilos. fibre and 677 kilos. seed); Sea Island, 520 kilos. (208 kilos. 
fibre and 312 kilos. seed). The average yield per hectare 
in the United States is 400 kilos., so that only the Russel variety 
has given anything approaching that yield. 

Mr. Uzal considers the Russel variety the only one worth 
cultivating at present, for the reason that it finds a ready market 
in Argentina for local requirements. The standard varieties 
required for export, Peterkin and Sea Island, he does not 
anticipate will prove very successful in Tucuman, at least not for 
some years yet. Experiments with these will be continued and 
perhaps in a few seasons a method of successfully cultivating 
these finer classes will be found that will fit in with the soil and 
climatic conditions of the Province.

The 
contrary is, unfortunately, the fact. The excess of imports over 
exports is entirely due to the continued presence of the Somaliland 


Field Force. 


With regard to the trade of Zaila, the Acting Sub-Commissioner 
(Mr. Power) reports as follows :— 

“As the Zaila trade depends mostly on Harar, the decrease 
can be put down to the Jibouti Railway. The railway of course, 
conveys the goods in a far quicker time from the coast to Harar 
and vice versé than is possible by the Zaila-Harar caravan, the 
freight is cheaper and the goods are not exposed to damage by 
rain, &c., on the road. 

‘¢ At the same time I do not consider that the difference of time 
or the safety of the goods en route has had much to do with a large 
portion of the Zaila trade going to Jibouti; but the cheaper freight, 

together with the advantages mentioned, simply defies competition. 
Except i in the case of per ishable goods, the traders appear compara- 
tively indifferent as to the time their goods take to arrive at their 


destination.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,321.)

to be awarded at the rate of 1 milreis per kilog. for the production

of native cocoons; 60,000 milreis for the encouragement of the 
silk industry, including 45,000 milreis to be awarded to the first 
two factories which undertake to use none but native cocoons ; 
300,000 milreis on the improvement of the navigation of various 
rivers; 800,000 milreis on elevating the S. Diogo-S. Christovao 
section of the Central Railway; 250,000 milreis on the develop- 
ment of the coal mines of Brazil, it being proposed to make use of 
native coal as far as possible on the Central Railway, the Federal 
railways, and in other Government departments.

Supplements to the 
“Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,” containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
